REVIEW OF LABOUR MARKET CONDITIONS 
IN ONTARIO: 1982 


This report presents an annual 
summary of Labour Market 
Conditions in Ontario for 1982. 
Although the review focuses on 
annual changes between 1931 
and 1982, it includes monthly 
data for 1982 as well as 
historical data for the last five 
years.

SUMMARY 


- The rate of growth of the working-age population in Ontario increased marginally 
in 1982. Labour force participation rates decreased, as a result the labour force 
grew more slowly than the working-age population. 


- There was a net addition of 38,000 persons to the labour force; at the:same time, 
however, 108,000 jobs were lost. Men accounted for 90.7 percent of the total net 
jobs lost. 


- The number of unemployed persons in Ontario increased substantially by 146,000 
to 441,000 and the provincial unemployment rate increased to 9.8 percent in 1982 
from 6.6 percent in 1981. 


- Both men and women experienced an unemployment rate of 9.8 percent each. 


- Among industries showing employment gains, the strongest employment growth 
was in trade (13,000). 


- Managerial and professional occupations showed the strongest employment gains 
(36,000 jobs). The only other occupation showing gains was sales (15,000). 


- Youth 15-to-19 years old continued to experience the highest unemployment rate 
of any other age group, i.e., 19.6 percent. Males in this age group experienced a 
much higher unemployment rate (22.2 percent) than females (17.0 percent). 


- Persons with a university degree continued to experience the lowest 
unemployment rate, i.e., 4.5 percent, while those persons with an elementary 
school education (0-to-8 years) and those with a partial or complete high school 
education experienced the highest unemployment rates, namely 11.5 percent. 


- Among all metropolitan areas, Toronto had the lowest unemployment rate at 8.1 
percent while Sudbury had the highest rate at 19.1 percent. 
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INTRODUCTION 


In absolute numbers, actual unemployment peaked in December, 1982 with 
a total of 523,000 persons unemployed in Ontario, and an unemployment rate of 11.7 
percent, as shown in Tables 1C and 1D. Females had a lower actual unemployment 
rate than males in the first quarter of 1982. In the summer months the trend was 
reversed and female unemployment rates rose above male rates. This trend was 
altered once again in October when both males and females had an unemployment rate 
of 10.8 percent followed by a 2-month period where male rates soared above female 
unemployment rates. 


On a seasonally-adjusted basis, female unemployment rates, have been 
consistently higher than male unemployment rates, for the first 6 months of 1982. 
However, the trend was reversed in July 1982 and for the remainder of the year when 
females experienced lower unemployment rates than males, as reflected in Table 1E. 


The following review concentrates on the annual changes in labour market 
conditions between 1981 and 1982. 


is LABOUR FORCE 


The labour force grew more slowly in 1982 (0.9 percent) than it did 
in 1981 (2.6 percent). The female labour force grew at an average annual rate 
of 2.1 percent, while the male labour force declined by 0.1 percent. The 
highest growth rate among all age - sex categories continues to be for female 
25-to-44 year olds (4.5 percent), as reflected in Table 3. 


The 15-to-19 year old labour force experienced a negative growth 
rate of -7.5 percent in 1982, due in part to the declining population. Both the 
male and female components of the labour force in this age category 
experienced negative growth rates of -9.2 percent and -5.7 percent, 
respectively. 


1.1 Working-Age Population 


The rate of growth of the working-age population (persons 15 
years of age and older) increased marginally in 1982. The female 
working-age population grew at a slightly faster rate (1.4 percent) than 
the male working-age population (1.3 percent), as shown in Table 4. 
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In absolute numbers, since 1981 the working-age population has 
increased for all age groups with the exception of 15-to-19 year olds who 
continued to experience a population decline. 


_ Labour Force Participation Rates 


The labour force participation rate for the total population of 
Ontario decreased marginally to 67.4 percent in 1982 from 67.7 percent in 
1981, as reflected in Table 5. Male labour force participation rates have 
fluctuated within the last five years from a high of 80.6 percent in 1979 
to a low of 79.4 percent in 1982, whereas female participation rates have 
increased steadily from 51.5 percent in 1978 to 55.9 percent in 1982. 


Participation rates for males in all age categories decreased 
marginally. Female participation rates increased for all age groups with 
the exception of 15-to-19 year olds and those 65 years of age and older 
whose labour force participation rates declined. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Due to worsening economic conditions, Ontario had a negative 


employment growth rate of -2.6 percent in 1982 compared to a positive 
employment growth of 3.0 percent in the previous year. Both men and women 
experienced negative employment growth rates of -4.0 percent and -0.6 percent, 
respectively. Every age-sex category had negative employment growth with the 
exception of females aged 25-to-44 who experienced an employment growth of 2.2 
percent, as shown in Table 6. 


2.1 


Employment by Industry 


The strongest employment performance in 1982 was in trade with 
13,000 new jobs created in this industry, a marginal increase over the 12,000 
new jobs created in 1981. Finance, insurance and real estate gained 4,000 new 
jobs in 1982 as compared to a job loss of 2,000 in 1981. New jobs were also 
created in the service industry and public administration, 7,000 and 1,000, 
respectively, although these gains were considerably smaller than the number 
of new jobs created in these industries in 1981, as shown in Table 7. 


While manufacturing has been gaining jobs during the past few 
years, in 1982 this industry lost 38,000 jobs contributing 81.5 percent to the 
total net jobs lost in Ontario. Other industries experiencing a decline in 
employment include other primary (mining, fishing, and forestry) 

(-16,000), agriculture (-13,000), construction (-10,000), and transportation, 
communication and other utilities (-3,000). 
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ay 4 Employment by Occupation 


Managerial and professional occupations continued to show the 
largest employment gains (36,000) in 1982, although there were considerably 
- more new jobs created in these occupations (62,000) in 1981. Sales 
occupations recorded the next largest gain in employment with an increase of 
15,000 new jobs during 1982 as compared to only 3,000 new jobs in 1981, as 
reflected in Table 8. 


Clerical and service occupations have gained jobs in the past few 
years; however, in 1982 both occupations experienced severe employment 
losses of -29,000 and -9,000, respectively. Processing occupations lost the 
greatest number of jobs (-54,000). Other occupations experiencing 
employment losses include construction (-28,000), primary occupations 
(-22,000), materials handling (-11,000), and transportation (-8,000). 


Over 94 percent of the managerial and professional jobs created 
were filled by women. Men filled more jobs in the sales and service 
occupations in 1982, 7,000 and 8,000 respectively, than they have in the past 5 
years. 


NET ADDITIONS TO THE LABOUR FORCE AND JOBS CREATED 


There was a net increase of 38,000 persons in the labour force during 
1982 compared to a net increase of 115,000 in 1981. In 1982 women accounted 
for 40,000 of the net additions to the labour force, while men suffered a loss of 
2,000 


hk! 


A net total of 108,000 jobs were lost in 1982, whereas an average of 
120,000 new jobs were created in 1981. Of the net jobs lost, 126,000 were full- 
time positions more than offsetting the 17,000 part-time jobs that were 
created, as shown in Tables 9 and 10. 


Men lost 98,000 or 90.7 percent of the total net jobs lost. Every 
age-sex group lost jobs with the exception of females 25-to-44 years old who 
gained a total of 18,000 jobs. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


The unemployment rate for Ontario increased substantially to 9.8 
percent in 1982 from 6.6 percent in 1981, as shown in Table 12. In actual 
numbers, provincial unemployment increased by 146,000 to a total annual 
average of 441,000 in 1982, due to the overall economic downturn. 
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Men accounted for 253,000 or 57.4 percent of the total number of 
unemployed in Ontario in 1982 while women accounted for 188,000 or 42.6 
percent of the total. The actual number of unemployed increased for every 
age-sex category with the largest increase among 25-to-44 year olds (64,000). 
The unemployment rate for both men and women was 9.8 percent: up 
substantially from 6.0 percent for men in 1981 and 7.3 percent for women. 


The number of unemployed teenagers increased by 13,000 during 
1982, accounting for about 20 percent of the total number of unemployed in 


Ontario. Male 15-to-19 year olds experienced the highest unemployment rate 
among all age-sex categories (22.2 percent). 


The number of unemployed 20-to-24 year olds increased by 37,000 
over the 1981 figure and their unemployment rate increased substantially to 
15.4 percent in 1982, as shown in Tables 11 and 12. 


4.1 Unemployment by Educational Attainment 


Those persons with an elementary school education (0-to-8 
years) and those with some secondary school education had an 
unemployment rate of 11.5 percent, the highest rate among all levels of 
educational attainment. Those persons with a complete or partial high 
school education continued to account for the majority of the unemployed 
in Ontario in 1982 (62.4 percent), as reflected in Table 13. 


University degree holders continue to experience the lowest 
unemployment rate at 4.5 percent in 1982, although it was higher than the 
rate recorded for 1981 (2.6 percent), as shown in Table 14. 


4.2 Hardship Measures 


Although the overall unemployment rate has traditionally been 
used as an indicator of economic hardship, it may be appropriate to 
supplement this with additional measures because judgments as to what 
constitutes hardship vary greatly. The hardship indicators identified 
below represent a range of value judgments. 


The unemployment rate among heads of households increased 
substantially to 7.1 percent in 1982 from 3.9 percent in 1981. Female 
heads of households continued to experience a much higher unemployment 
rate (12.1 percent) than male heads of households (6.6 percent), as shown 
in Table 15. 


The unemployment rate among those looking for full-time 
employment increased considerably to 8.8 percent in 1982 from 5.5 
percent in the previous year. Females looking for full-time work continue 
to experience a higher unemployment rate (9.6 percent) than males in this 
category (8.4 percent). 
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The percentage of the labour force that may be classified as 
the long-term unemployed (those unemployed for 14 weeks or more) rose 
to 3.6 percent from 2.1 percent in 1981. This is the first time since 1978 
that females in this category experienced a higher unemployment rate 
(3.8 percent) than males (3.4 percent). 


The unemployed who lost their jobs or were laid-off comprised 
6.3 percent of the labour force in 1982, up substantially from 3.3 percent 
in 1981. Similarly unemployment rates for men and women in this 
category increased to 7.1 percent and 5.2 percent, respectively. 


RECAP OF YOUTH UNEMPLOYMENT 


In 1982, the 15-to-24 year old population and labour force declined 
by 16,000 and 32,000, respectively. The teenage population and labour force 
declined by 26,000 and 36,000, respectively, while both the population and 
labour force for the 20-to-24 year olds increased by 10,000 and 4,000. 


Labour force participation rates for 15-to-24 year olds have fallen 
marginally to 69.8 percent in 1982 from 71.1 percent in 1981. Among youth, 
female 20-to-24 year olds were the only group who experienced an actual 
increase in labour force participation rates from 76.0 percent in 1981 to 76.4 
percent in 1982. 


Youth employment fell by 81,000 to a total of 923,000 in 1982. 
Among youth, male 15-to-24 year olds lost the largest number of jobs (57,000) 
with male 15-to-19 year olds accounting for approximately 62 percent of that 
loss in employment. 


Youth aged 15-to-24 continued to form a disproportionate 
percentage of the total number of unemployed in 1982, namely 43.3 percent. 
The youth unemployment rate increased substantially to 17.1 percent in 1982 
from 12.3 percent in 1981. Youth aged 15-to-19 continued to have a much 


higher rate of unemployment (19.6 percent) than the 20-to-24 year olds (15.4 
percent). 


A REGIONAL PERSPECTIVE 


Windsor exhibited the largest growth in employment during 1982 
with 4,000 new jobs created, a substantial increase when compared to a loss of 
8,000 jobs in this metropolitan area in 1981. Thunder Bay showed the second 
largest growth in employment with 2,000 new jobs created. London showed 
zero employment growth. 
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Six metropolitan areas experienced large drops in employment that 
contributed to the total net job loss in Ontario in 1982, as reflected in Table 
19. Toronto lost the largest number of jobs (28,000) but still maintained the 
lowest unemployment rate at 8.1 percent, as shown in Table 20. Sudbury lost 
11,000 jobs and had the highest unemployment rate in the province (19.1 
percent). The other metropolitan areas experiencing drops in employment were 
St. Catharines-Niagara (-22,000), Kitchener-Waterloo (-17,000), Hamilton 
(-8,000), and Ottawa-Hull (-7,000).
